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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 


Eight  petitions  were  acted  on  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  1998: 
March  9.  1998 

Granted  a  special  permit  to  the  Florence  Savings  Bank  at  85  Main  Street,  Florence.  Massachusetts,  as 
applied  for  under  Section  IV,  paragraph  3.1.  b.  of  the  protective  by-law  to  cover  the  stairs  and  ramp 
with  a  canopy  at  the  entrance  on  the  premises  of  their  Williamsburg  Branch  at  One  Main  Street, 
Williamsburg.  Massachusetts.  The  canopy  will  also  display  signage. 

March  9.  1998 

Granted  a  variance  to  Norman  Graves,  who  lives  at  Main  Street,  Williamsburg,  as  applied  for  from 
Section  III.  paragraph  1.  b.  of  the  protective  by-law  concerning  the  premises  at  23  Main  Street, 
Williamsburg,  formerly  known  as  F.N.  Graves  Garage  and  Carriage  Shop,  to  subdivide  this  parcel  into 
two  lots,  retaining  ownership  of  one  and  transferring  ownership  of  the  other.  The  lot  to  be  retained  will 
be  less  than  65,000  square  feet  and  have  less  than  200  feet  of  frontage. 

March  31,  1998 

Granted  a  special  permit  to  Matthew  Ingellis  of  2  North  Farms  Road,  Haydenville,  as  applied  for  under 
Section  IV,  paragraph  3,  i.  of  the  protective  by-law  of  the  town  to  park  three  (3)  unregistered  vehicles; 
bu:  not  junk  vehicles,  owned  by  him.  close  to  the  structures  where  he  currently  operates  a  vehicle  repair 
and  to  offer  one  or  more  of  these  vehicles  for  sale. 

March  31.  1998 

Granted  a  variance  to  Sharon  Paradee  of  36  Pencasal  Drive,  Florence.  Massachusetts,  as  applied  for 
from  Section  III,  paragraph  1 ,  a.  of  the  protective  by-law  to  place  a  house  approximately  thirty  feet 
from  the  public  way  on  a  new  lot  on  Chesterfield  Road  (also  known  as  Route  143)  near  the  intersection 
of  Gere  Hill  Road. 

April  21,  1998 

Granted  relief  to  Louis  Poirier  of  7  Main  Street,  Williamsburg,  as  appealed  for  from  the  decision  of  the 
Building  Inspector,  concerning  the  premises  known  as  Cichy's  Garage  at  5  Main  Street.  Williamsburg, 
that  no  building  permit  would  be  required  for  the  construction  of  a  retaining  wall  within  fifteen  feet  of 
the  side  lot  line,  that  such,  as  has  been  completed,  has  been  wrongfully  constructed  without  a  permit  as 
required  by  Section  III,  paragraph  1 ,  a.  of  the  protective  by-  law.  It  was  requested  that  an  order  be 
issued  that  the  retaining  wall  of  Mr.  Cichy  be  removed  forthwith,  and  the  area  restored  to  its  former 
condition  forthwith  providing  the  necessary  permits,  approval,  or  variance  as  required  pursuant  to 
Massachusetts  General  Law,  Massachusetts  Building  code  and  the  by-laws  of  the  town  have  not  been 
obtained  or  applied  for  within  a  period  of  sixty  (60)  days. 
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August  25,  1998 


Granted  a  variance  to  Richard  F.  Thomas  of  2  Edwards  Street,  Haydenville,  as  applied  for  from  Section 
III,  paragraph  1 .  a.  &  b.  of  the  protective  by-law  concerning  2  Edwards  Street  and  9  High  Street,  in  the 
village  of  Haydenville.  to  transfer  ownership  of  a  certain  barn,  standing  between  the  two  houses,  and 
the  land  on  which  said  barn  stands  from  the  one  home  lot  to  the  other  home  lot,  creating  two 
undersized  lots. 

August  25,  1998 

Granted  a  special  permit  to  Pat  Champagne  of  5 1  Goshen  Road,  Williamsburg,  as  applied  for  under 
Section  IV,  paragraph  3,  j.  and  m.  of  the  protective  by-law  to  install  a  propane  filling  station  and  to 
store  combustible  fuel,  propane,  at  his  store  at  5 1  Goshen  Road. 

September  1,  1998 

Granted  a  variance  to  Christopher  Childs  of  1 08  Ashfield  Road,  Williamsburg,  as  applied  for  from 
Section  III,  paragraph  1,  a.  of  the  protective  by-law  to  construct  a  concrete  wall  to  retain  an  elevated 
leach  field,  replacing  a  failed  system  as  may  be  required,  and  to  locate  that  structure,  or  some  part 
thereof,  within  forty  feet  from  the  public  way.

The  Brassworks  ReUse  Committee  had  another  busy  and  successful  year  in  1998.  The  committee  - 
Larry  Hott.  Lloyd  Warriner  and  Jeff  Ciuffreda  -  met  regularly  on  the  2nd  Wednesday  of  each  month, 
with  several  additional  meetings  in  between. 

Outstanding  loans  averaged  10  loans  with  an  outstanding  average  balance  of  approximately  $240,000. 
All  loans  were  current. 

The  committee  loaned  $50,000  to  the  Hilltown  Community  Development  Corporation,  as  approved  by 
the  special  town  meeting  of  November  17,  1997.  This  loan  helped  to  preserve  two  multi-family  houses 
in  Haydenville,  primarily  preserving  low  to  moderate  income  units. 

One  loan  was  paid  in  full  and  two  new  loans,  for  $10,000  and  $25,000,  were  made.  These  loans 
assisted  a  fused  glass  (kiln-fired  glass)  business  and  a  used  car  business. 

Additionally,  the  committee  began  the  process  of  setting  up  the  three  new  Brassworks  Trust  Funds  as 
suggested  by  the  committee  and  approved  by  a  town  meeting  vote.  These  funds  are: 

•  Brassworks  Recreation  Trust  Fund 

•  Brassworks  Housing  &  Economic  Development  Trust  Fund 

•  Brassworks  Small  Business  Loan  Trust  Fund 

The  committee  met  with  the  Williamsburg  Trust  Fund  &  Cemetery  Commissioners,  as  they  are 
responsible  for  the  investment  of  these  funds. 

The  committee  also  went  out  to  bid.  and  selected  a  firm,  to  do  some  fence  and  backstop  replacement  at 
the  Ames  ballfield  in  Haydenville.  This  purchase  and  the  previously  mentioned  housing  loan  are  from 
the  newly  established  trust  accounts. 

The  committee  is  proud  that,  through  hard  work  and  diligence,  all  loans  are  in  good  standing  and  the 
creative  establishments  of  the  new  trust  funds  will  ensure  that  the  town  will  continue  to  benefit  from 
them.

This  Capital  Planning  Committee  was  established  in  1996  to  help  develop  a  capital  spending  plan  for 
the  town.  The  Committee  has  five  members  -  two  who  also  serve  on  the  Finance  Committee  and  three 
others  who  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  current  members  of  the  committee  are 
Robert  Buchele,  Kathy  Emerson,  Michael  Long,  William  Sayre,  and  Bruce  Tolda.  This  is  the 
committee's  first  report  to  the  town. 

Each  year,  the  Capital  Planning  Committee  solicits  capital  expenditure  requests  for  the  next  fiscal  year 
and  anticipated  requests  for  the  next  five  years  from  all  town  departments.  (Capital  expenditures 
include  all  expenditures  on  equipment  or  projects  that  cost  $10,000  or  more  and  have  a  useful  life  of  at 
least  five  years)  It  then  compiles  and  evaluates  these  requests  and,  in  March,  forwards  them  to  the 
Finance  Committee  along  with  its  funding  recommendations.

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THE  BRASSWORKS  RECREATION  TRUST  FUND 
This  Fund  shall  be  established  at  the  level  of  $100,000  of  which  $50,000  shall  be  spent  on 
recreational  activities,  including  but  not  limited  to:  maintenance  of  existing  facilities, 
purchase  of  new  structures  to  be  used  for  recreational  purposes,  repairs  to  existing 
recreational  structures,  and  purchase  of  supplies  and  materials  related  to  any  recreational 
activities.  Those  expenditures  under  $10,000  may  be  authorized  by  the  Brassworks  Reuse 
Committee.  Those  expenditures  equal  to  and  over  $10,000  shall  be  authorized  by  a  vote 
of  Town  Meeting. 

Additionally,  up  to  $50,000  of  this  account  can  be  spent  on  long  range  projects,  including 
but  not  limited  to  the  purchase  or  lease  of  land  to  be  used  for  recreational  purposes,  the 

{ purchase  or  lease  of  equipment  for  recreational  purposes,  improvements  to  recreational 
and.  Items  up  to  $10,000  can  be  authorized  by  the  Brassworks  Reuse  Committee  with 
expenditures  equal  to  and  over  $10,000  to  be  authorized  by  a  vote  of  Town  Meeting. 


THE  BRASSWORKS  HOUSING  AND  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  TRUST  FUND 
This  Fund  shall  be  established  by  depositing  $25,000  from  the  Brassworks  Fund  and  in 
addition  all  repayments  to  the  Town  of  Williamsburg  from  the  Hilltown  Community 
Development  Corporation  from  a  $50,000  loan  made  to  them  by  a  vote  of  a  Special  TDwn 
Meeting  dated  November  17, 1997,  Article  one.  These  monies  shall  be  spent  in  the  fcrm 
of  a  loan  or  expenditure  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  maintenance  or  creation  of 
affordable  housing  either  in  the  form  of  new  construction  or  rehabilitated  stock.

THE  BRASSWORKS  SMALL  BUSINESS  LOAN  TRUST  FUND 
This  Fund  shall  be  established  at  the  level  of  $185,000.  These  funds  shall  be  used  for 
making  loans  to  qualified  small  businesses  per  guidelines  currently  being  used  by  the 
Brassworks  Reuse  Committee.  These  funds  shall  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  Brassworks 
Reuse  Committee.  All  proceeds  from  the  repayment  of  the  loans  made  shall  be  deposited 
into  this  account. 

THE  THREE  TRUST  FUNDS  SHALL  BE  FULLY  ESTABLISHED  BY  JUNE  30, 1999  WITH

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WILLIAMSBURG  COUNCIL  ON  AGING  &  REGIONAL  SENIOR  CENTER 


The  Williamsburg  Council  On  Aging  has  assisted  49  individuals  in  7  hilltowns  with  minor  home 
repairs  -  1 1  of  those  assisted  reside  in  Williamsburg  and  Haydenville  senior  households.  The 
Executive  Office  of  Elder  Affairs  has  made  a  new  $8,000  grant  fund  available  that  assists  with  repairs 
that  promote  the  safety  and  well  being  of  our  residents.  Additionally,  the  COA's  Elder  Trust  Fund  has 
earmarked  $500  to  be  used  exclusively  for  town  residents. 

HEN  (Hilltown  Elder  Network)  offers  indiv  iduals  to  help  around  the  home,  run  errands,  do  grocery 
shopping,  etc.  This  program  is  operated  by  the  Hilltown  Community  Development  Corporation  in 
Chesterfield  from  EOEA  funds  of  $14,959  obtained  and  administered  by  the  Williamsburg  COA.  The 
Town  of  Williamsburg  has  made  $2,000  available  solely  for  the  benefit  of  town  residents.  In  this  fiscal 
year,  14  town  residents  are  enrolled  in  the  HEN  program. 

•  TRIAD  (Linking  seniors  with  law  enforcement  agencies)  is  sponsored  by  the  COA.  Consumer 
fraud  and  recommendations  for  safer  living  are  addressed,  solutions  to  specific  problems  are  also 
found.  This  program  works  with  the  cooperation  of  the  town  Police  Department,  the  Hampshire 
County  Sheriffs  Department,  and  the  Office  of  the  Attorney  General  of  Massachusetts. 

•  In  conjunction  with  American  Association  of  Retired  Persons  (AARP),  the  COA  offers  yearly  free 
tax  preparation  and  financial  assistance  to  seniors.  Last  year,  36  individuals  were  assisted  with  tax 
filings.  The  COA  also  has  AARP  speakers  and  clinics  available  that  address  issues  such  as 
Preserv  ing  your  home  and  assets  if  you  become  disabled  and  require  nursing  home  care,  and 
legal  subjects  that  cover  wills  and  homestead  filings,  and  many  other  topics. 

•  SHINE  (Serving  Health  Information  Needs  of  Elders)  is  actively  helping  people  to  understand  and 
complete  their  health  and  insurance  forms  as  they  cope  with  illness  and  many  other  senior  issues. 
Funded  by  EOEA.  its  primary  focus  is  the  senior  population. 

Transportation  is  available  for  any  COA  event,  meal  site  attendance,  shopping,  and  medical  visits. 
Transportation  is  provided  either  one-on-one  or  by  van,  through  the  COA  in  cooperation  with  PVTA 
and  Franklin  Regional  Transportation  (FRTA).  This  serv  ice  is  a  very  popular  option  for  many  senior 
residents  who  are  unable  to  drive. 

There  are  new  faces  at  the  Council.  Our  office  assistance  and  Outreach  worker  is  Fran  Goebel.  Fran, 
who  resides  in  Williamsburg,  is  available  1 5-20  hours  a  week  to  offer  assistance  in  the  office  and  to 
those  who  may  need  information  and  services.  Fran  is  also  handling  our  active  outreach  program 
designed  to  increase  the  level  of  senior  COA  participation.  Friday  office  hours  are  provided  by  Janet 
Nurczyk  and  Agnes  Valenta  who  work  a  total  of  20  hours  per  month  -  both  are  also  involved  in  COA 
outreach  activities  and  personal  transportation.  Jan  is  also  our  local  HEN  representative  and  an  active 
council  member. 

The  Williamsburg  COA  meets  every  month,  on  the  third  Wednesday  at  12:30p.m.  These  meetings  are 
open  to  the  public.  The  Council  can  only  fill  needs  and  requests  that  are  known  to  it.  We  hope  that  all 
will  feel  free  to  attend  and  to  offer  suggestions  and  ideas  to  council  members.  The  Executive 
Committee  of  the  council  meets  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  at  10:30a.m. 

Grants  received  for  FY99  total  $48,459  and  donations  received  in  FY99  total  $5,000  for  a  grand  total 
of  COA  funding  of  $53,459.

Additionally,  Williamsburg  has  Emergency  Services  Elder  Trust  programs  offered. 

In  total,  it  is  expected  that  the  COA  grants  will  positively  impact  the  lives  of  over  400  hilltown  seniors 
in  this  fiscal  year.  Of  those  400,  65  are  likely  to  be  residents  of  Williamsburg  or  Haydenville.  To  date, 
we  have  directly  served  346  hilltown  residents  -  with  55  from  Williamsburg/Haydenville.  Many  of 
these  elders  have  been  assisted  by  multiple  programs  and  services.  Seniors  are  also  served  by  having 
an  open  office,  a  phone  line,  a  meal  site  serving  hot  meals  daily,  and  a  helpful,  knowledgeable  staff 
available  on  a  daily  basis.  The  Town  of  Williamsburg  supports  the  basic  operation  of  the  COA  by 
providing  office  space  and  utilities,  as  well  as  a  small  office  budget  and  the  Director's  salary.  All 
programs  are  provided  through  grant  and  private  dollars.  We  have  been  fortunate  to  enjoy  generous 
funding  to  date;  however,  many  programs  have  been  funded  on  a  one  time  start-up  basis.  In  the  next 
year,  we  will  need  to  look  more  to  the  town  and  private  sector  to  fund  the  programs  so  vital  to  our  town 
elders.  State  grant  money  will  be  decreasing  quickly  -  leaving  our  seniors  with  needs  that  we  cannot 
fill  without  assistance  from  our  home  towns.

Highlights 

Light  House  Schools  (Regional  Mentoring  site  for  area  schools)  -  The  Williamsburg  Elementary 
School  has  received  3  competitive  technology  grants.  The  state  FY99  funding  supported  64  school 
districts  and  collaborative  in  implementing  35  Model  Professional  Development  projects  and  activities 
in  74  Lighthouse  Sites  across  the  Commonwealth.  The  Model  Development  grants  supported 
technology  professional  development  for  teachers  learning  to  integrate  technology  into  their 
curriculum.  The  success  of  our  models  will  be  observed  and  replicated  in  other  districts  throughout  the 
state.  The  Lighthouse  technology  grants  are  enhancing  innovative  classroom  projects  that  incorporate 
technology  in  the  learning  process.  They  reward  excellent  teachers  and  enable  them  to  share  their 
projects,  experiences,  and  insights,  through  the  grant's  dissemination  requirements,  with  other  teachers 
across  the  state.  Susan  Smith  received  a  grant  for  "Promoting  Mathematical  Thinking  through  the  Use 
of  Technology",  Karen  Schweitzer  received  a  grant  for  "Creating  Digital  Archives  for  Presentation, 
Reflection,  and  Assessment"  and  Andy  Stenson  continues  the  Lighthouse  tradition  with  a  grant 
encouraging  joint  district  technology  efforts.  The  total  grant  package  for  FY99  totaled  $1 10,000. 
WOW! 


Reading  Recovery  (Intensive  Grade  1  remedial  reading  program)  was  expanded.  Our  schools  are 
currently  fully  implemented  providing  an  opportunity  to  address  all  early  reader's  needs. 

Foreign  Languages/World  Language  Implementation:  Morning  Star  Chenven,  working  with  6th  grade 
teacher,  Lisa  Peloquin,  implemented  the  beginnings  of  our  Word  Languages  program  at  the 
kindergarten,  first,  second  and  sixth  grades.  The  Spanish  language  is  the  focus  of  the  K-2  instruction. 
In  the  sixth  grade.  French  will  continue  to  be  the  language  focus.  Curriculum  materials  have  been 
made  available  to  classroom  teachers. 
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School  Facilities  Needs  Assessment:  The  school  department  engaged  the  New  England  School 
Development  Council  (NESDEC)  to  conduct  a  facility  needs  assessment  and  develop  a  long  range 
facility/program  master  plan  for  the  schools  of  the  Williamsburg  community.  Data  was  collecied  and 
an  analysis  of  the  data  was  conducted.  At  a  community  public  session  February  11,  1999,  NESDEC 
consultants  reported  their  initial  findings  and  solicit  input  on.  A  final  report  with  a  number  of 
recommendations  and  options  for  the  future  was  submitted  to  the  Williamsburg  School  Committee  on 
March  9,  1998.  One  goal  of  the  school  department  is  to  engage  a  wide  variety  of  community  members 
in  this  very  important  conversation  about  the  schools  and  their  impact  on  the  community.  The  school 
committee  is  in  the  process  of  developing  a  long-  range  plan  for  the  schools.  Community  participation 
is  being  encouraged. 

MCAS  testing:  The  first  round  of  4th  grade  student  assessment,  based  upon  the  Massachusetts  State 
Frameworks,  was  conducted  in  May  of  1998.  The  results  were  available  in  early  December  of  1998. 
This  important  piece  of  data  will  continue  to  be  used  to  help  clarify  and  align  our  school  curriculum 
with  the  Massachusetts  Frameworks.  1998-1999  the  teachers  worked  long  and  hard  on  the  clarification 
of  the  schools  Language  Arts  curriculum.  The  year-  long  effort  has  engaged  teachers  in  conversations 
regarding  student  expectations  at  each  grade  level.  This  ongoing  process  will  lead  to  a  stronger 
curriculum  with  high  expectations  for  students  and  teachers. 

Flagpole  Raised:  A  new  flagpole  was  raised  this  fall  at  the  corner  of  the  Earl  Tonet  gymnasium.  Many 
community  members  were  involved  in  this  effort. 

Retirements:  Teacher  Arlene  Nolan,  Kindergarten  and  Food  Services  Director  Marcia  Shumway 
retired  from  the  school  system  after  many  dedicated  years  of  public  service.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WILLIAMSBURG  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


Williamsburg  elementary  schools  have  become  leaders,  both  in  the  district  and  in  the  state,  on  many 
fronts  -  in  technology,  as  a  Lighthouse  School,  having  garnered  $  1 1 0.000  in  grants  (this  year  alone)  to 
support  this  new  tool  of  learning;  in  a  social  curriculum  program  including  peer  mediation,  conflict 
resolution  and  a  student  council;  in  grant  writing  for  Title  1.  Reading  Recovery,  and  Community 
Service  Learning  -  three  examples  which  have  brought  in  1 5  -  1 8%  beyond  our  budget;  and  with  iMs. 
Catherine  Marek.  who  has  just  won  School  Nurse  of  the  Year  in  the  district  (there  are  only  9  districts  in 
the  state  and  she  may  indeed  earn  the  state-wide  honor).  The  PTO  is  the  strongest  in  years,  raising 
money  and  expending  tremendous  time  and  energy  to  create  a  playground  that  includes  a  wider  number 
of  students  to  play  on  a  safe  and  creative  outdoor  arena.  The  School  Council,  mandated  by  the  state 
with  the  new  education  reform,  comprising  teachers,  parents,  local  community  members  and  the 
principal,  has  hit  a  level  of  excellence  reflected  in  its  carefully  thought  out  School  Improvement  Plan 
designed  to  evolve  as  the  new  needs  are  identified.  Lastly,  a  pre-school  well  known  in  the  area  and 
much  sought  after  due  to  its  open  enrollment  policy  (one  of  the  few  in  the  area  for  a  long  period  of  time 
that  enrolled  special  needs  students)  with  a  great  student-teacher  ratio,  continues  to  grow  and  flourish. 

Looking  back,  the  School  Committee  acknowledges  the  legacy  of  the  previous  committee  that  brought 
in  over  $500,000  in  school  choice  money;  helped  in  hiring  Fred  Venne.  our  principal;  started  a  much 
needed  after-school  program;  inspired  the  technology  program  as  it  is  today;  and  opened  up 
communication  with  the  Finance  Committee  and  Trust  Fund  Board  to  create  a  far  more  workable 
environment  designed  to  cope  with  present  needs  and  look  ahead  to  future  ones  as  well.  As  the  school 
choice  money  will  dwindle  over  time,  due  largely  to  the  opening  of  the  much  needed  New  Hingham 
School  for  the  Chesterfield-Goshen  area,  careful  fiscal  management  is  necessary  to  bank  some  of  that 
money  for  the  future  and  still  maintain  the  programs  designed  by  the  School  Improvement  Plan.  With 
the  help  of  the  two  boards  just  mentioned  and  Fred  Venne"s  input,  the  present  School  Committee 
intends  to  do  just  that.  Looking  forward,  the  information  from  the  needs  assessment  conducted  by 
NESDEC  (New  England  School  Development  Council  ~  final  presentation  of  options  at  the  March  9 
School  Committee  meeting),  will  help  us  to  begin  the  process  of  decision  making  for  the  future  of  our 
school  buildings  and  students"  needs.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  Finance  Committee  began  Fiscal  '98  with  the  same  membership  as  the  previous  two  years.  The 
board  membership  included:  Chairman-William  Sayre,  Vice  Chairman  -  Patty  Cotton,  Secretary  - 
Edwin  Everett.  Lloyd  Warriner.  Al  Mosher.  Gordon  Allen.  Kathy  Warner.  Warren  White  and  Robert 
Buchele.  The  Fiscal  "98  budget  proposal  did  not  go  before  the  community  until  June  9,  1997.  This 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  anticipated  revenue  figures  were  not  available  earlier. 

It  was  another  difficult  year  to  recommend  a  balanced  budget  and  several  articles  were  proposed  as 
debt  exclusions  to  be  voted  on  at  a  later  date.  These  articles  included  funds  for:  Capping  the  Wood 
Waste  Disposal  Area,  the  purchase  of  equipment  for  the  Fire,  Police  and  Highway  Departments,  and 
additional  funding  for  the  Hampshire  Regional  School  District.  With  the  exception  of  the  police 
cruiser,  all  articles  passed  on  July  14,  1997. 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  '98  year,  the  board  had  two  empty  seats.  Lloyd  Warriner  chose  not  to  run  for 
re-election  and  Kathy  Warner  resigned  in  June  of  1998.  Their  diligent  efforts  throughout  their  terms 
were  greatly  appreciated  and  we  look  forward  to  welcoming  two  new  members  in  the  near  future. 

Each  year,  the  town  appropriates  monies  for  the  Reserve  Fund.  The  Finance  Committee,  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funding  only  for  unforeseen  or  extraordinary  needs,  controls  this  account.

Town  meeting  appropriated  money  to  purchase  a  new  fire  truck  to  replace  the  1 966  tank  truck.  The 
purchase  has  not  been  made;  however,  a  group  of  firefighters  is  meeting  to  write  the  specifications. 

The  firefighters  drill  two  nights  per  month,  1 0  months  per  year.  Drills  stress  firefighter  safety, 
operation  of  the  equipment,  practicing  standard  procedures  in  tank  truck  and  fire  hydrant  operations, 
self-contained  breathing  apparatus,  hazardous  materials  recognition,  first  aid  and  C.P.R. 

The  Fire  Department  celebrated  its  1 50  year  anniversary  during  1998.  It  was  a  wonderful  celebration 
arranged  by  a  committee  who  worked  many  hours.  The  firefighters,  along  with  members  of  the 
community,  worked  to  set  up  for  the  celebration  and  clean  up  after  the  weekend  events.  While  many 
people  served  to  arrange  the  events  of  the  celebration,  I  would  like  to  specifically  thank  Peter  Banister 
who  worked  diligently  to  oversee  the  celebration  and  who  also  worked  several  years  to  research  the 
history  of  the  Fire  Department.  Peter,  with  the  help  of  Mary  Bisbee.  compiled  the  information  into  a 
history  book  of  the  Williamsburg  Fire  Department. 

We  have  enlisted  some  new  members  and  still  turn  out  members  in  sufficient  numbers  at  emergencies. 
We  still  need  members  in  Haydenville  to  assure  continued  good  service. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Fire  Department  whose  dedication  to  serve  provides  the  town  and 
its  residents  with  an  excellent  service  at  a  reasonable  cost.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FOOTHILLS  HEALTH  DISTRICT 


This  year  has  again  been  a  struggle  to  keep  up  with  the  demands  of  Title  5;  but  the  Board  of  Health  is 
working  on  establishing  a  management  plan  for  the  on-site  sewage  systems  in  town  designed  to  protect 
the  municipal  water  supply  and  protect  other  water  resources.  Financial  assistance  is  available  to  repair 
septic  systems  through  low-income  loans  through  United  Savings  Bank  and  Springfield  Institute  for 
Savings.  Homeowners  who  repair  their  septic  systems  are  also  eligible  for  a  deduction  on  their  state 
income  tax  of  up  to  60%  of  the  unsubsidized  cost.  The  deduction  can  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the 
bank  loan. 

Meanwhile,  the  routine  work  involved  with  Title  5  goes  on.  In  1998,  the  health  agent  witnessed  23 
perc  tests,  issued  8  construction  permits,  witnessed  14  inspections  and  investigated  two  complaints 
about  failed  systems. 

There  were  a  few  housing  complaints  in  1998.  Two  complaints  resulted  in  five  inspections  and  re- 
inspections.  Four  well  permits  were  issued.  Food  service  inspections  have  gone  smoothly,  and 
whatever  minor  problems  are  uncovered  are  remedied  quickly.  Other  activities  included  enforcement 
of  tobacco  sales  regulations  and  education  of  store  owners  regarding  their  responsibilities. 

Below  are  the  budgets  for  FY1999  and  FY2000.  Spending  has  remained  steady  overall;  but  a  few 
items  were  changed  to  reflect  current  expenditures.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  -  GOSHEN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


Paramedic  level  service  was  started  in  early  1998.  This  represents  a  tremendous  commitment  of  time 
and  dedication  by  our  VOLUNTEER  staff.  We  wish  to  congratulate  Jerry  Roberge  who  attained  P- 
level  this  year.  Also,  Nanci  Forrestal,  of  Goshen,  and  Daryl  Springman.  of  Haydenville.  became 
EMT's  this  year. 

Of  the  231  calls  this  year  over  30%  were  provided  with  advanced  life  support  services,  including  four 
very  serious  cases  which  were  airlifted  by  Lifeflight  and  LifeStar  helicopters.  We  continue  to  upgrade 
the  equipment  that  our  first  response  EMT's  are  provided  with.  This  year  we  hope  to  add  another  5 
portable  oxygen  units  to  assist  them  in  providing  care  until  the  ambulance  arrives. 

We  had  hoped  to  have  ordered  a  new  Ambulance  this  year;  but  the  Ambulance  Fund  is  still  $30,000 
short  of  that  goal. 

Major  purchases  this  year  included  an  air  conditioning  unit  for  the  supply  room.  It  was  found  that 
medical  supplies  and  training  videos  were  being  damaged  by  heat  during  the  summer. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  of  the  staff  of  this  service  for  their  dedication  to  their  communities.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  HAMPSHIRE  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


Compared  to  the  previous  year  when  school  opened  in  September  in  the  middle  of  a  fiscal  crisis,  the 
1998-1999  school  year  has  been  financially  stable.  We  hired  additional  teachers  to  reduce  the  very 
large  class  sizes  of  September  1997.  We  reinstated  funding  for  extracurricular  activities  this  year,  and 
we  eliminated  the  athletic  fees.  Our  1999-2000  budget  submitted  to  the  five  towns  this  spring  includes 
further  staff  required  because  of  the  enrollment  growth  of  the  1990s,  increased  funds  for  maintenance 
of  the  building  and  grounds,  and  reinstatement  of  the  excess-and-deficiency  stabilization  fund 
recommended  by  our  financial  auditors. 

The  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  student  examinations  in  science,  mathematics 
and  English  were  given  last  spring  in  grades  4.  8  and  10.  Results  were  announced  in  December  1999. 
We  are  using  data  from  these  tests  to  assess  our  curriculum,  and  to  design  programs  to  help  students 
whose  performance  is  low.  Beginning  with  the  graduating  class  of  2003,  each  student  must  pass  the 
10th  grade  tests  to  be  eligible  for  a  Massachusetts  high  school  diploma;  10th  graders  will  take  these 
high-stakes  tests  in  Spring  2001. 

Several  years  ago.  the  school  committee  initiated  a  long-range  study  of  the  physical  plant.  A  select 
committee  presented  its  Building  Needs  Report  in  Spring  1 997.  An  architect  reviewed  the  report  and 
outlined  major  renovations  that  they  would  require  to  address  the  identified  needs.  We  formally 
appointed  a  building  committee  this  year,  and  officially  informed  the  Massachusetts  School  Building 
Assistance  Bureau  that  we  contemplate  a  project.  We  commissioned  the  New  England  School 
Development  Council  to  prepare  a  demographic  survey  of  the  five  towns  and  to  make  projections  of 
school  populations.  We  have  included  architect  fees  for  schematic  plans  in  the  1999-2000  budget.  The 
towns  and  the  townspeople  will  be  kept  informed  as  this  project  develops. 

We  continue  as  an  active  participant  in  the  Pioneer  Valley  Regional  Education  and  Business  Alliance, 
planning  with  others  for  our  educational  future.  Our  school  is  moving  ahead  with  its  TechPrep  and 
technology  curricula,  with  its  School-to- Work  program,  with  strengthened  instruction  in  world 
languages,  with  greater  emphasis  on  writing  across  all  curriculum  areas,  and  with  focused  transitional 
programs  to  help  students  to  move  from  elementary  school  to  middle  school,  and  from  middle  school 
to  high  school.  We  hope  that  Hampshire  Regional  School  will  continue  to  be  a  forward-looking  school 
of  which  all  people  in  the  five  towns  can  be  proud.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


Operation  of  the  transfer  station  has  been  made  more  efficient  by  loading  one  recycling  container  just 
with  paper  and  using  the  other  for  cans,  bottles  and  containers  which  are  not  suitable  for  recycling. 
This  means  we  move  containers  less  often  at  a  cost  saving. 

Recycling  is  important.  In  1 998,  the  town  was  saved  an  estimated  $22,000.  We  need  to  recycle 
everything  possible  since  carting  the  trash  and  paying  dump  fees  at  Northampton  is  expensive.  This 
year,  Northampton  will  charge  us  an  additional  $10  per  ton  dump  fee.  Also,  the  Northampton  dump 
will  not  be  able  to  accept  material  forever  -  probably  not  beyond  the  year  2007  -  and  we  must  plan  for 
the  future. 

Next  year,  with  the  help  of  Eric  Weiss  of  the  Hilltown  Resources  Management  Cooperative  (HMRC), 
we  plan  to  accept  discarded  electronics  and  reduce  the  amount  of  metal,  particularly  lead,  released  into 
our  environment.  We  are  also  planning  to  open  a  composting  area  to  help  those  Burgies  with  building 
lots  too  small  for  composting. 

A  grant  to  the  HRMC  is  now  being  used  for  teaching  about  recycling  in  the  elementary  schools. 

Wood  waste  area  closure  has  proceeded  on  schedule  and  within  budget.  To  comply  with  Department 
of  Environmental  Protection  requirements,  we  have  covered  the  area  with  soil  to  prevent  fires.  This 
year,  wells  were  drilled  and  dug  to  test  for  chemicals  leaking  from  the  wood  which  might  contaminate 
ground  water.  No  hazardous  chemicals  were  found!  Our  engineering  consultants  have  prepared  a  plan 
for  final  closure  of  the  area.  This  final  phase,  which  includes  restoring  the  wetlands  buried  under  wood 
scrap,  should  be  accomplished  by  next  fall;  but  will  be  expensive. 

Maxine  Schmidt,  who  served  Williamsburg  and  three  other  towns  as  Health  Agent,  will  present  a 
separate  report  focusing  on  restaurant  hygiene  and  sanitation. 

The  new  tobacco  sales  regulations  have  been  in  force  since  July.  Only  one  vendor  has  been  cited  for  a 
sale  to  a  minor.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  SUPERINTENDENT 


The  winter  of  1997/1998  brought  21  storms.  Fourteen  were  snowstorms,  totaling  51  inches:  two  were 
sleet  storms  and  five  were  freezing  rain.  We  used  4.400  tons  of  sand  and  208  tons  of  salt. 

In  July,  we  hired  a  fourth  employee  for  the  Highway  Department.  His  salary  is  paid  through  a  joint 
agreement  with  the  Water/Sewer  Department.  The  Highway  Department  does  work  for  the 
Water/Sewer  Department  to  offset  their  half  of  the  salary.  Many  people  applied,  and  through  a 
selection  process,  we  hired  Donald  Turner  from  Williamsburg.  Don  is  a  knowledgeable  person,  a 
good  worker,  and  is  eager  to  learn. 

Each  year,  we  perform  several  routine  maintenance  tasks  -  street  sweeping,  grading  of  gravel  roads, 
brush  cutting  and  tree  work  are  performed. 

A  maintenance  application  of  oil  and  stone  was  applied  on  Adams  Road,  Old  Goshen  Road,  parts  of 
Petticoat  Hill  Road.  Hyde  Hill  Road  and  Nash  Hill  Road. 

Drainage  pipes  were  put  in  on  Depot  Road  and  O'Neil  Road.  Two  narrow  culverts  were  replaced  on 
Old  Goshen  Road. 

The  Highway  Department  put  in  a  sewer  main  on  Kellogg  Road  and  North  Kellogg  Road. 

Town  meeting  appropriated  money  to  purchase  a  dump  truck  and  sander.  This  remains  to  be  done. 

The  replacement  of  Old  Goshen  Road  and  Village  Hill  Road  bridges  was  begun  under  a  contract  by  the 
Massachusetts  Highway  Department.  These  bridges  will  be  completed  in  the  summer  of  1999. 

Plans  to  repair  Ashfield  Road  are  progressing.  We  hope  this  project,  done  by  the  Massachusetts 
Highway  Department,  will  be  started  during  1999. 

For  the  first  time  in  several  years,  the  lines  were  painted  in  the  roads. 

To  comply  with  the  regulations  governing  underground  fuel  tanks,  we  removed  our  diesel  and  gasoline 
tanks.  The  gasoline  tank  was  leaking,  necessitating  the  removal  of  soil  in  the  area.  The  contamination 
is  cleaned  up  to  within  acceptable  levels.  New  above  ground  fuel  tanks  are  in  place. 

The  heating  system  at  the  garage  was  updated  by  removing  the  30  year  old  hot  air  furnaces  and 
replacing  them  with  a  hot  water  system.  The  new  system  does  a  better  job  at  heating  the  garage. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Highway  Department  employees,  the  snow  plow  contractors,  and  other  contractors 
and  vendors  for  their  cooperation  and  dedication  in  maintaining  and  improving  the  town  roads.

The  Hilltown  Resource  Management  Cooperative  is  a  unique  regional  municipal  organization  created, 
operated  and  funded  by  its  eleven  member  Towns  of  Ashfield,  Chesterfield,  Cummington,  Hatfield, 
Huntington,  Middlefield,  Plainfield,  Westhampton,  Williamsburg  and  Worthington.  The  HRMC's 
main  goal  is  to  continue  to  develop  a  first  quality  integrated  recycling  and  waste  management  program 
for  the  region.  This  year,  for  the  fifth  year  in  a  row,  the  HRMC  will  continue  to  be  level  funded.  Every 
year,  on  your  behalf,  the  HRMC  works  on  the  following  efforts: 

•  Monitor  area  recycling  and  waste  management  efforts  at  the  Springfield  MRF  and  the  Northampton 
Landfill  to  make  sure  we  are  all  doing  the  best  we  can! 

•  Plan  and  operate  the  plastics  recycling  program,  tire  collection  program,  salvation  army  program,  as 
well  as,  the  regional  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Program  and  the  Paint  Recycling  Program. 

•  Coordinate  the  regional  sales  of  compost  bins  and  provide  recycling  set  out  bins  to  all  area  schools 
and  residents  on  an  as  needed  basis  throughout  the  year. 

•  Provide  outreach  and  education  workshops  and  programs  to  HRMC  area  schools  and  community 
groups.

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WILLIAMSBURG  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Commission  regretfully  accepted  the  resignation  of  Kathy  Warner  as  of  September  1998.  Ralmon 
Black  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  her  resignation. 

On  May  16,  1999,  two  plaques  will  be  unveiled  -  one  in  the  village  of  Haydenville  and  the  other  in  the 
village  of  Williamsburg.  This  will  be  the  125th  anniversary  of  the  great  Mill  River  disaster  of  1874. 
These  memorial  plaques  will  contain  the  names  of  all  the  men,  women,  and  children  who  lost  their 
lives  in  Williamsburg  in  that  disaster. 

The  Commission  is  currently  working  on  a  comprehensive  map  and  guide  to  all  the  historic  assets  of 
the  town.  This  will  include  structures  which  are  still  standing,  as  well  as  noting  sites  of  important 
structures  no  longer  in  existence,  roadways,  paths,  the  historic  dam  site,  and  other  features,  both  natural 
and  man-made,  which  are  of  historic  interest  to  the  town.  Final  publication  date  has  not  yet  been  set; 
but,  the  map  and  guide  will  be  made  widely  available  once  they  are  published.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WILLIAMSBURG  LIBRARIES 


In  December,  the  Meekins  Library  was  awarded  an  $80,000  grant  by  the  national  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities.  This  was  a  high  honor  -  the  Meekins  was  one  of  only  six  public  libraries  nationally 
awarded  a  'challenge*  grant  this  year.  S60.000  of  the  grant  will  go  toward  the  renovation  of  the 
Meekins  Library.  The  remaining  $20,000  will  be  added  to  a  library  endowment  to  be  used  for 
humanities  programming.  The  challenge  -  in  order  to  receive  the  money,  the  library  must  raise 
$240,000  in  donations  in  the  next  three  years. 

According  to  William  Ferris,  chairman  of  the  NEH,  "..evaluators  of  the  grants  were  especially 
impressed  with  the  library's  significant  service  to  the  community  through  humanities  programs  of  high 
quality".  Diane  Garey,  library  board  chair,  submitted  the  grant  on  behalf  of  the  library.  The  successful 
programming  at  both  libraries  is  a  combined  effort  of  the  friends  and  staff  of  the  Williamsburg 
Libraries.  A  special  thanks  is  due  to  Friends  Program  Chair.  Nel  Wijnhoven.  who  continues  to  bring 
fresh  and  exciting  programs  and  events  to  the  libraries. 

Williamsburg  libraries  received  a  $6,000  "Early  Childhood  Education  Grant"  from  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners.  "Building  Blocks  of  Literacy"  will  provide  money  for  programming, 
books,  and  other  materials  aimed  at  children  ages  0-5,  their  parents  and  day  care  providers.  Both 
libraries  will  participate  in  this  grant. 

Through  the  hard  work  of  assistant  librarian  Rochelle  Wildfong,  poet  Robert  Dana  read  at  the  Meekins 
Library  on  Columbus  Day  before  a  crowd  of  sixty  people.  Dana  read  and  reminisced  about  his  youth 
spent  as  a  state  ward  in  Haydenville.  Robert  Dana  donated  fifty  copies  of  his  poetry  to  the  library  to 
sell  to  benefit  the  building  fund.  Rick  Reiken  read  from  his  novel  'The  Odd  Sea'  on  October  20. 
Reiken,  a  former  Gazette  correspondent,  covered  Williamsburg  for  five  years.  Edward  Foster  donated 
two  hundred  copies  of  his  newly  published  chapbook  'A  Matter  of  Infinite  Moment*  (the  work  of 
manoah  Bodman  c.  181 7)  to  the  libraries. 

For  two  weeks  in  August,  the  Meekins  Library-  was  the  recipient  of  a  $561,000  library  construction 
grant.  When  Acting  Governor  Paul  Celucci  vetoed  two  hundred  million  in  appropriations,  the  library 
lost  its  funding.  The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners  continues  to  support  the 
construction  bill  and  the  library  remains  on  the  waiting  list  for  construction  money.  Meekins  is  now 
number  7  out  of  22.  The  Williamsburg  Board  of  Library  Trustees  and  the  Library  Building  Committee 
continue  to  prepare  for  the  eventual  award  of  this  grant. 

Our  summer  reading  program  reached  1 00  children.  Steve  Daiber,  artist  and  Chesterfield  resident,  held 
bookmaking  workshops  for  children  in  the  summer.  He  offered  another  series  during  December  for 
children  and  adults.  Steve  Daiber  and  the  libraries  were  awarded  a  Williamsburg  Arts  Council  grant  to 
hold  an  extended  series  during  1999.  The  Health  Information  Grant  year  ended  in  September  with 
'Foodplay',  a  program  for  grades  K-6  sponsored  by  the  library  and  the  elementary  school  food  services 
and  held  at  the  Dunphy  school. 

On  July  21,  the  Meekins  Library  began  to  circulate  its  collection  through  C/W  Mars.  Two  years  of 
hard  work  by  staff  and  volunteers  made  this  jump  to  automated  circulation  successful.  Volunteer 
Bobbin  Young  deserves  special  thanks  for  her  work  on  this  project. 
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Library  Statistics  and  Services  1998 


Library  patrons,  at  both  the  Haydenville  and  the  Meekins  Library,  are  now  able  to  access  1 )  the 
Internet.  2)  Library  catalogs  of  over  100  central  &  western  Massachusetts  libraries,  including  the 
complete  Meekins  Library  catalog  and  an  ever-growing  portion  of  the  Haydenville  Library  catalog, 
3)  Infotrac:  five  databases  containing  thousands  of  full  text  articles  covering  health,  business,  academic 
and  general  information,  as  well  as  contemporary  authors,  4)  Online  Encyclopedia  Britannica.  These 
serv  ices  are  available  at  both  libraries  -  free  of  charge  -  to  all  patrons. 

During  1998,  patrons  borrowed  a  total  of  49,292  books  and  other  materials  from  the  Williamsburg 
libraries.  The  libraries  received  880  inter-library  loans  from  other  libraries  and  provided  41  items  to 
borrowing  libraries.  7,200  items  were  borrowed  from  the  libraries  by  non-residents.  The  Meekins 
Library  served  as  the  elementary  school  library  for  the  thirteenth  year.  Wednesday  morning  pre-school 
story-time  continued  at  10:00  a.m.  with  Rochelle  Wildfong  as  storyteller.

Nel  Wijnhoven,  program  director  of  the  Friends,  organized  a  series  of  three  Sunday  concerts  during 
January  and  February  1998.  This  music  series  was  supported  by  the  Friends  of  the  Williamsburg 
Libraries  and  cultural  councils  of  five  hilltowns  -  Williamsburg,  Cummington,  Goshen.  Chesterfield 
and  Worthington.  In  March,  a  costume  party  was  held  at  the  Meekins  Library.  Mark  Twain,  Jeeves  the 
butler,  Glinda  the  Good  Witch,  Pippi  Longstockings  and  others  danced  to  music  provided  by  Paul 
Arslanian  and  Susan  Farrell.  In  April,  Carroll  Bowen  organized  a  successful  Antique  &  Collectible 
Appraisal  Day  which  was  held  at  the  Anne  T.  Dunphy  School.  The  Friends,  organized  by  Lee  Garvais. 
held  two  large  book  sales  on  the  lawn  of  the  Meekins  Library  during  1998.  Dorothy  Backer,  secretary 
of  the  Friends,  led  a  book  discussion  group  each  month.  The  Williamsburg  Historical  Society  and  the 
Friends  of  the  Libraries  began  a  cooperative  venture  -  selling  puzzles  with  a  Williamsburg  theme.  In 
the  fall,  the  Friends  of  the  Libraries  were  awarded  a  grant  by  the  Massachusetts  Foundation  for  the 
Humanities.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


Personnel 

This  year  has  been  one  of  continued  growth  for  the  Williamsburg  Police,  both  in  the  service  we  provide 
to  residents  and  personally  for  each  of  its  officers.  With  the  continued  financial  support  of  our 
residents,  federal  grants  and  state  funding  we  have  been  able  to  increase  the  number  of  patrol  hours 
each  week.  We  also  have  increased  the  amount  of  training  each  officer  is  able  to  attend — w  ith  the  goal 
of  serving  our  residents  and  visitors  as  professionally  as  we  can. 

In  this,  our  second  year  of  working  under  the  Community  Policing  concept,  we  have  continued  to  reach 
out  to  community  groups  to  become  more  involved  in  making  our  town  as  safe  as  we  possibly  can.  To 
this  end.  Officer  Mike  Stiles  did  an  outstanding  job  of  focusing  his  energies  in  the  area  of  DARE  -  a 
school  based  drug  education  program,  TRIAD  -  a  collaborative  effort  with  the  Sheriffs  Department  to 
assist  our  elderly  residents,  and  DVIP  -  a  domestic  violence  project  aimed  at  helping  victims  of 
violence  at  home.  Mike  attended  monthly  meetings  with  these  groups  and,  over  the  year,  became  a 
welcomed  addition  to  their  respective  agendas.  We  hope  that  our  input,  from  a  police  officer's 
perspective,  has  enhanced  the  effectiveness  of  these  groups  in  our  community. 

Unfortunately,  this  Fall,  we  were  notified  that  Mike  had  made  the  decision  to  leave  Williamsburg  for 
another  department  in  the  area.  The  disparity  in  pay  between  small  police  departments  and  our  larger 
counterparts  is  often  too  great  for  an  officer  with  a  family  to  ignore.  Within  weeks  of  being  notified  of 
Mike's  decision,  full  background  investigations  had  been  completed  and  interviews  held  for  new  police 
candidates.  As  a  result  of  these  interviews,  Officer  Peter  Scoble  of  Southampton  was  offered  the  full- 
time  position.  Peter  will  be  attending  the  full-time  Police  Academy  and  is  expected  to  graduate  in  the 
Spring  of  1999. 

In  terms  of  criminal  activity',  it  has  been  a  busy  year  for  our  community-  and  this  department. 
Beginning  in  February,  this  department  began  responding  to  incidents  of  past  breaking  and  enterings 
into  businesses  in  both  Haydenville  and  Williamsburg.  These  incidents  invariably  went  undetected 
until  the  business  owner  arrived  at  work  in  the  early  morning  hours  and  discovered  the  crime. 
Perpetrator(s)  w  ere  aware  of  our  vulnerability — being  a  part-time  police  force — and  were  using  this  to 
their  advantage,  committing  their  crimes  in  the  early  morning  hours.  Over  time,  a  pattern  was 
established  and,  with  that  information,  we  worked  with  business  owners  to  install  silent  alarm  systems. 
Within  two  weeks,  a  local  business  was  broken  into  at  2:00  a.m.  and  officers  of  this  department,  along 
with  the  State  Police,  responded.  Two  adult  males  from  the  area  were  caught  inside  the  building  and 
immediately  arrested.  A  later  search  warrant  of  the  residence  of  one  of  the  perpetrators  proved  he  had 
committed  prior  crimes  in  our  community  and,  since  these  arrests,  incidents  of  breaking  and  entering 
have  been  reduced  significantly. 

Our  success  in  this  case,  and  others,  is  rooted  in  the  concepts  of  Community'  Policing:  by  working 
closely  with  residents  and  business  owners  alike,  we  can  prevent  and  solve  crimes  together. 
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Training 


This  past  year  was  the  second  in  which  officers  benefited  from  a  $8,000  federal  grant  to  obtain 
Domestic  Violence  training.  Officer  Stiles  attended  a  three-day  conference  in  Denver.  Colorado  with 
some  of  the  best  speakers/trainers  in  the  country. 

All  officers  in  this  department,  and  a  large  number  from  area  departments,  attended  a  four-hour 
Domestic  Violence  training  also  sponsored  by  this  grant.  This  funding  allowed  a  well  known  speaker, 
former  Director  of  Necessities  Necesidades  Gail  Kielson,  to  come  to  our  community.  The  training  was 
excellent.  Funding  to  expand  the  training  concept  throughout  Hampshire  County  and  beyond  has  been 
granted  for  the  coming  year  as  well. 

Professional  training  continues  to  be  an  important  concern  of  the  Selectboard  members  and  myself.  It 
is  the  practice  of  this  department  that,  if  an  officer  wishes  to  take  time  off  from  their  full-time 
employment  to  attend  a  police  related  training,  it  is  owed  to  these  officers  to  do  whatever  we  can  to 
authorize  the  training  and  fund  their  attendance.  With  this  practice  in  effect,  it  is  rare  that  an  officer 
will  be  turned  away  from  attending  a  police-related  training.  We  are  proud  of  this  practice  and  it  has 
made  our  officers  some  of  the  best  trained  part-time  officers  in  the  area. 

A  partial  list  of  courses  completed  by  patrol  officers  is:  Criminal  Law  Update.  Domestic  Violence 
Responses/Officer  Safety,  Domestic  Violence  and  Child  Witnesses,  Motor  Vehicle  Law  Update,  Field 
Sobriety  Testing,  Working  with  Deaf  Victims.  Radar  Certification,  Simulated  Firearms  Training, 
Bomb  Call  Response,  Gang  Awareness,  Drug  Field  Testing,  Drug  Enforcement  and  lastly,  Computer 
training. 

Community  Outreach 

The  Police  Department,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Hampshire  County  Sheriffs  Department,  raised 
approximately  $600.00  for  the  Williamsburg  Recreation  Department  as  part  of  a  Police/Sheriff  Softball 
Tournament  held  in  Northampton.  More  than  ten  departments  were  in  the  tournament  and,  despite 
midday  temperatures  in  the  upper  90?s,  everyone  had  a  good  time. 

This  past  year,  through  funds  obtained  from  our  DARE  grant,  we  were  able  to  fund  a  bus  trip  to 
Fenway  Park  on  DARE  day  to  see  the  Boston  Red  Sox.  With  full  attendance  on  the  large  bus,  we  left 
the  Dunphy  School  with  kids  and  parents  aboard.  This  day  afforded  many  opportunities  to  send  the 
DARE  message  to  the  youngsters  and,  once  again,  everyone  had  a  wonderful  day. 

This  past  winter,  through  the  months  of  February,  March,  and  April,  officers  of  this  department  made 
themselves  available  Friday  and  Saturday  nights  for  Open-Gym  nights  at  the  Dunphy  School.  Again 
sponsored  by  the  DARE  grant,  kids  were  invited  to  play  basketball  and  get  to  know  the  officers  in  a 
casual  setting. 

In  August,  the  Department  sponsored  an  outdoor  movie  night  with  the  showing  of  the  movie  'Contact' 
starring  Jody  Foster.  The  movie  was  shown  behind  the  Dunphy  School  and  was  well  attended  by  over 
400  residents.  We  gave  away  a  number  of  DARE  related  items  during  the  raffle  and  had  yet  another 
occasion  to  visit  with  youngsters  in  a  casual  setting.  A  large  number  of  Williamsburg  Fire  Department 
members  assisted  this  effort  and  we  thank  them. 
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In  the  Spring,  all  officers  in  the  department  went  door-to-door  to  every  household  in  town  to  hand- 
deliver  over  1000  public  safety  surveys  and  2000  refrigerator  magnets.  We  received  over  330 
responses  to  the  survey  and  the  results  were  tabulated.  To  date,  the  responses  have  been  instrumental 
in  reconfiguring  our  funding  and  manpower  decisions. 

Thank  you  to  everyone  who  took  the  time  to  complete  the  survey.  Next  year  we  will  be  sending  a 
similar  survey  to  business  owners. 

While  all  but  one  of  the  officers  of  this  department  continue  to  have  full-time  jobs  in  other  fields,  each 
displays  a  commitment  to  professional,  dedicated  service  to  the  community.  In  addition  to  their  regular 
weekly  patrol  hours,  officers  are  required  to  attend  monthly  meetings,  day-long  trainings,  and  lengthy 
court  appearances  -  all  of  which  may  require  the  use  of  vacation  time  from  their  full-time  jobs. 

In  this  regard,  I  would  like  to  thank  Sgt.  William  Graham  (7yrs.),  Raymond  Vandoloski  (6  yrs.),  David 
Martin  (2  yrs.),  Daniel  Warner  (2  yrs.),  Steven  Berube  (2  yrs.)  and  our  full-time  officer.  Peter  Scoble  (1 
yr.).  They  are  committed  to  their  profession  by  keeping  our  community  safe  and  sound  for  residents 
and  visitors.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  Karen  Karowski  for  her  tireless  efforts  on  behalf  of  the 
department.  Karen's  work  is  vital  to  the  office  and  she  is  a  joy  to  work  with.  I  look  forward  to  the 
staffs  continued  dedication  and  hard  work  in  the  coming  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMISSION 


The  Recreation  Commission  has  had  a  very  successful  year.  Youth  league  programs  in  soccer, 
basketball  and  baseball  have  attracted  a  combined  total  of  over  300  players.  The  summer  recreation 
program  continues  to  provide  a  low  cost  option  for  children  of  the  town.  User  fees  continue  to  be  an 
essential  part  of  the  financing  of  all  of  these  programs. 

Adult  programs  have  included  volleyball  and  adult  men's  basketball. 

The  committee  has  several  projects  that  it  is  planning  to  work  on  to  expand  its  programs.  A  teen 
center,  with  activities  and  programs  for  teens,  is  in  the  planning  stages.  The  tennis  courts  at  the  Ellen 
Ames  Field  have  fallen  into  an  acute  state  of  disrepair.  The  committee  has  approached  the  Brassworks 
ReUse  Committee  for  funding  to  repair  these  courts  and  add  a  multiple  use  outdoor  basketball  court  on 
the  tennis  courts.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


1998  was  a  year  marked  by  a  few  issues  of  great  interest  to  everybody:  the  new  zoning  by-law 
and  the  controversy  about  a  bike  path  from  Northampton  to  the  center  of  Williamsburg.  It  is  no 
exaggeration  to  say  that  the  discussions  sometimes  were  acerbic.  The  outcome  was  that  the 
zoning  by-law  was  voted  down  and  the  bike  path  proposal,  which  needed  2/3  majority,  was 
narrowly  defeated. 

In  connection  with  the  repair  of  Route  9  from  Route  143  to  the  Goshen  border,  it  was  announced, 
and  the  town  meeting  took  the  opportunity  to  approve,  an  extension  of  the  town  sewer  line  by 
3 100  ft  along  the  road. 

The  question  of  the  status  of  Grass  Hill  Road,  off  Adams  Road,  lingered  from  the  year  before  and 
has  so  far  not  been  solved. 

In  1 997  the  town  meeting  approved  a  grant  to  restore  six  housing  units  (two  houses)  in 
Haydenville  to  be  available  as  "affordable  housing".  The  grant  was  approved  in  1998  and  the 
town  received  $401,572.  Work  was  almost  entirely  complete  by  the  end  of  the  year.  This  grant 
is  administered  by  the  Hilltown  Community  Development  Corporation. 

During  the  year  there  were  a  number  of  changes  in  position.  Town  Clerk,  Bob  McQueston, 
resigned  in  July.  The  select  board  appointed  Charlene  Nardi  as  interim  Town  Clerk  and  she  was 
elected  to  the  position  in  1998.  Town  Collector.  Kate  Curtin,  an  employee  of  the  town  for  24 
years,  retired  and  was  succeeded  by  Tess  Barstow.  Kathy  Warner,  former  Town  Clerk  and 
member  of  the  select  board,  resigned  her  position  as  Town  Secretary  in  July  1998.  Her  position 
was  filled  by  Bonnie  Roberge. 

Other  appointments:  Lynn  Lenker  became  Director  of  the  Council  of  Aging.  Corporal  William 
Graham  of  the  Police  Department  was  promoted  to  Sergeant.  Officer  Peter  Scoble  replaced  full- 
time  officer.  Michael  Stiles  who  resigned. 

"Stump  Dump"  After  having  reestablished  the  good  relations  with  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection,  the  work  to  permanently  cover  the  site  was  started  in  earnest.  Ground 
samples  were  taken  over  an  extended  period,  wetland  damage  was  evaluated  and  plans  were 
drawn  up.  If  everything  goes  as  foreseen,  the  area  should  be  fully  covered  by  the  end  of  1999. 

During  the  year,  the  Select  Board  suggested  a  rather  unique  measure  for  Massachusetts:  instead 
of  an  "override"  an  "underride"  to  rectify  the  earlier  override  to  finance  Hampshire  Regional 
School  system  (it  was  redundant,  as  other  member  towns  in  the  region  voted  it  down).  Voters 
were  asked  to  restore  to  the  tax  payers  $51,850.  The  town  meeting  so  voted.  (Surprise?) 

Work  by  the  Commonwealth  to  restore  town  bridges  (Village  Hill  Road  and  Old  Goshen  Road) 
was  started  and  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  1999. 
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A  survey  of  over  400  senior  citizens  undertaken  by  TRIAD  (3 -way  committment  between  the 
police,  the  sheriff  and  the  seniors)  revealed  their  fears,  feelings  and  desires  about  such  issues  as 
traffic  safety,  street  lighting,  telephone  soliciting,  etc. 

The  Police  Department  has  been  extremely  successful  in  acquiring  federal  and  state  grants  for 
various  purposes.  The  last  one,  apart  from  COP  hiring  grants  is  a  substantial  amount  ($140,000) 
to  run  training  courses  for  police  personnel  faced  with  increased  incidents  of  domestic  violence. 

Ashfield  Road  -  The  Commonwealth,  during  the  year,  started  preparation  to  straighten  and 
resurface  Ashfield  Road.  As  the  beginning  of  that  road  is  North  Street,  there  was  some  uneasy 
feeling  that  such  work  would  disturb  a  very  pleasant  part  of  Williamsburg.  The  State  Highway 
Department  nicely  accommodated  the  town  and  will  not  touch  that  part.  The  town  however,  will 
resurface  the  street. 

All  in  all,  it  was  a  productive  year  -  even  if  some  of  the  major  issues  did  not  move  forward  as 
expected.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT'S  OFFICE 


It  has  been  our  priority  to  coordinate  programs  and  opportunities  for  students  among  the  five  districts. 
During  1998.  we  kept  pace  with  trends,  and  the  advantages  of  using  technology  in  teaching,  and  made 
great  strides  in  strengthening  ties  in  our  school  communities  between  parents,  residents  and  taxpayers. 
Following  is  a  review  of  1998  activities  and  events  in  each  of  our  districts. 

The  Chesterfield-Goshen  Regional  District  opened  its  New  Hingham  Regional  Elementary  School  in 
September  1998.  Students,  town  and  state  officials,  Building  Committee  members,  legislators,  and  a 
representative  from  the  Historical  Society  in  Hingham,  MA  took  part  in  a  ribbon-cutting  ceremony. 
Many  volunteers  contributed  hours  of  time  to  move  school  equipment  and  teacher  belongings  out  of 
the  former  Davenport  School  and  Goshen  Center  School  buildings  which  have  since  been  renovated 
for  much  needed  town  office  space.  Another  group  of  parents  and  community  volunteers  installed  a 
wonderful  playground  apparatus,  at  no  additional  cost  to  taxpayers. 

The  fully  equipped  $3.7  million  dollar,  33,000  square  foot  school  is  located  on  a  42  acre  site  on  Smith 
Road  in  Chesterfield.  Its  features  include  a  library-media  center  with  automated  book  inventory  and 
computer  work-stations,  computer  links  to  all  classrooms,  art  and  music  rooms,  adequate  office  space, 
and  new  kitchen  and  cafeteria.  Eight  classrooms  are  occupied,  with  two  more  available  for  future 
expansion.  Community  groups  also  use  the  full-size  gymnasium  for  afternoon  and  evening  activities. 
A  new  preschool  program  provides  services  in  the  district  for  3  and  4  year  old  students  with  special 
needs,  and  teachers  have  been  trained  in  Responsive  Classroom  techniques  to  improve  classroom 
management  skills  at  all  grade  levels. 

Instruction  at  Hampshire  Regional  High  School  has  been  strengthened  during  1998  with  the  addition 
of  faculty  in  core  subject  areas  and  part-time  positions  in  foreign  language  and  guidance.  Results  from 
the  Massachusetts  Comprehensive  Assessment  System  tests  have  been  very  helpful  in  shaping  changes 
and  improvements  in  the  curriculum.  Students  who  were  tenth  graders  in  May  1998  scored  particularly 
well  compared  to  their  peers  in  other  schools. 

Support  of  the  five  towns  for  the  1998-99  budget  made  it  possible  to  eliminate  student  athletic  fees, 
some  as  high  as  $130  per  sport,  and  helped  underwrite  some  non-athletic  extracurricular  activities  as 
well.  The  enrollment  of  more  than  30  students  from  neighboring  districts  at  Hampshire  under  the 
School  of  Choice  program  has  offset  part  of  the  tuition  expenses  for  students  choosing  to  attend  charter 
schools. 

A  group  of  counselors  and  staff  worked  with  the  principal  to  prepare  a  'crisis  management  plan'  for 
use  in  coping  with  school  safety  matters  and  emergency  situations  involving  individual  students. 
Membership  in  REBA  -  the  Regional  Education  and  Business  Alliance  -  has  been  productive.  Some 
members  of  the  School  Council  have  been  trained  by  REBA  in  the  use  and  interpretation  of  data  to 
bring  about  school  improvement,  and  a  mentor-training  program  for  experienced  faculty  to  work  with 
beginning  teachers  has  been  established  with  help  from  REBA. 
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Gradual  enrollment  growth  at  Hampshire  continues  to  be  a  cause  for  concern.  A  ten-person  building 
committee  was  appointed  in  1998  to  study  the  economic  growth  potential  of  each  member  town  in  the 
regional  district  and  recommend  a  course  of  action  about  whether  to  add  and  expand,  as  well  as 
renovate  the  27-year-old  High  School  facility.  A  consulting  firm  was  hired  to  research  and  interpret 
demographic  indicators  and  suggest  a  plan  of  action  to  the  Building  Committee. 

Steady  enrollment  growth  continues  at  the  William  E.  Norris  School  in  Southampton,  at  a  rate  of 
about  one  classroom's  worth  of  students  each  year.  A  new  sixth  grade  teacher  was  hired  in  1998.  and 
two  more  regular  classroom  teachers  will  be  needed  by  the  1999-2000  school  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
technology  classroom  can  be  reopened  with  a  teacher  so  as  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  school 
building's  resources.  Results  from  a  pilot  Work  Sampling  program  indicate  there  are  benefits  in 
analyzing  the  quality  and  substance  of  student  learning  using  authentic  measures  of  their 
accomplishment. 

In  cooperation  with  the  municipal  officials,  a  special  maintenance  reserve  account  was  created  with 
funds  leftover  from  the  school  construction  project.  These  funds  will  be  kept  available  for  use  in 
offsetting  unanticipated  maintenance  needs  in  the  future. 

This  year's  annual  theme  at  the  Westhampton  Elementary  School  is  'Story'.  Teachers  have  engaged 
in  learning  Responsive  Classroom  techniques  to  strengthen  and  support  learning,  improve  classroom 
management,  and  aid  students  in  learning  positive  ways  to  interact  with  others.  The  "Reading 
Recovery"  program  has  offered  needy  first-graders  timely  support  for  learning  at  a  critical  time  in  their 
development. 

The  school  is  very  much  a  community  center  after  school,  evenings  and  weekends,  used  by  youth  and 
adult  civic  groups.  There  is  still  concern  looming  for  future  space  needs  in  Westhampton.  Enrollment 
in  kindergarten  through  sixth  grade  is  nearly  1 60,  and  the  preschool  program  offered  on  site  has  as 
many  as  1 8  other  students. 

Williamsburg  schools  have  received  three  competitive  technology  grants  in  order  to  be  a  "Lighthouse 
District".  These  funds  are  used  to  support  professional  growth  and  development  among  professionals 
from  more  than  60  other  school  districts  and  collaboratives  across  the  state  in  integrating  use  of 
technology  in  education.  Two  Williamsburg  teachers  were  also  honored  as  recipients  of  grants  to  be 
used  for  professional  development  with  teachers  from  around  the  country.  Susan  Smith  received  a 
grant  for  "Promoting  Mathematical  Thinking  through  the  use  of  Technology"  and  Karen  Schweitzer 
received  a  grant  for  "Creating  Digital  Archives  for  Presentation,  Reflection  and  Assessment".  The 
school's  foreign  language  program  has  been  broadened.  Kindergarten  teacher  Morning  Star  Chenven 
has  implemented  instruction  in  Spanish  in  grades  K  -  2.  Sixth  grade  teacher  Lisa  Peloquin  engages 
students  in  the  study  of  French  at  that  grade  level. 

The  sum  of  $50,000  was  appropriated  by  residents  to  study  space  needs  and  projected  usefulness  of  the 
Helen  E.  James  and  Anne  T.  Dunphy  School  facilities  in  accommodating  students  in  the  future. 
Proposals  were  sought  from  prospective  consultants,  and  the  New  England  School  Development 
Council,  NESDEC,  was  hired  to  gather  demographic  data  about  the  town's  growth,  and  to  recommend 
alternatives  for  remodeling,  renovation  and  possible  building  expansion. 
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The  Superintendent's  office  serves  five  separate  school  districts  and  school  committees  (Hampshire, 
Chesterfield-Goshen.  Southampton,  Westhampton  and  Williamsburg)  and  is  located  at  the  High  School 
building.  Technological  advancements  have  allowed  a  reduction  of  central  office  staff  to  four 
administrators,  four  secretaries,  and  part-time,  grant-funded  coordinators  for  K-12  Health  Education 
and  Preschool  programs.  All  office  computers,  upgraded  to  a  Pentium  level,  are  Y2K  compliant  and 
interconnected  with  an  office  serv  er.  The  district  also  has  a  web  site  and  home  page,  just  as  the  schools 
do. 

Personnel  record  keeping  for  nearly  250  employees,  and  budget  functions  for  each  district  are  centrally 
coordinated  for  efficiency  and  expedience.  The  business  Manager  and  Superintendent  develop  annual 
budgets  with  each  principal  and  School  Committee,  then  communicate  frequently  with  members  of 
each  town's  Finance  Committee  in  explaining  and  presenting  the  local  school  and  regional  budgets. 
The  five  budgets  collectively  total  $10.75  million  dollars.  In  1998,  central  administrators  applied  for 
and  received  more  than  $750,000  in  state,  federal  and  private  source  grant  funds  to  financially  assist 
local  schools  and  school  districts.  In  addition,  grants  for  energy  rate  reductions  will  have  been  secured 
to  reduce  utility  costs  for  each  school.  Some  towns  have  benefited  from  increased  state  aid  over  the 
past  few  years  to  bring  their  school  district  up  to  a  foundation  level  of  spending. 

Curriculum  development  and  alignment  of  each  school's  program  of  instruction  with  the  state 
curriculum  frameworks  is  also  coordinated  by  the  central  administration.  A  Connected  Math  Program 
was  adopted  to  serve  students  in  grades  6  through  8.  and  funded  by  a  grant.  The  Assistant 
Superintendent  and  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  work  closely  with  the  five  principals  to  interpret 
statewide  student  assessment  results,  create  alternative  support  programs  for  students,  and  to  improve 
the  overall  quality  of  instruction  at  each  school  site. 

Delegates  from  the  five  school  committees  meet  regularly  with  the  five  teacher  association  presidents 
and  principals  as  part  of  REBA  -  the  Regional  Business  and  Education  Alliance  -  to  strengthen 
communication  and  support  school  improvement.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUST  FUND  AND  CEMETERY  COMMISSION 
AND  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  MEEKINS  LIBRARY  CORPORATION 


The  Trust  Fund  Commission  is  the  governing  board  with  the  responsibility'  of  overseeing  the 
investment  and  distribution  of  the  Trust  Funds.  There  are  twenty-four  funds,  totaling  almost 
$2,000,000.  These  funds  are  managed  by  the  commission,  with  the  assistance  of  Prudential  Securities. 
Prudential  handles  the  investments  on  a  day  to  day  basis.  This  past  year,  the  rate  of  growth  was  18%. 
The  management  fees  continue  to  be  calculated  on  a  percentage  of  the  investment,  rather  than  on  a  per 
transaction  basis. 

The  distribution  of  the  funds  covers  three  major  areas  -  first,  student  and  school  matters;  secondly,  to 
benefit  the  poor:  and  thirdly,  specialty  matters.  Because  so  many  benefactors  left  specific  instructions 
in  their  wills  that  were  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  town  many  years  ago.  the  Commissioners  are 
currently  reviewing  these  instructions  in  order  to  better  utilize  the  funds  as  intended;  but  in  a  way  that 
meets  current  times. 

The  Trust  Fund  Commission  also  handles  the  funds  of  the  Meekins  Library  now  that  it  is  under  the 
ownership  of  the  town.  The  principal  from  the  original  library  trust  fund  is  being  managed  by  the 
Commission  as  "Trustees  of  the  Meekins  Library  Corporation".  As  with  all  town  funds,  we  have  the 
responsibility  of  investing  the  funds  and  making  distributions.  Requests  are  made  by  the  library' 
trustees  in  the  same  manner  as  laid  out  in  the  original  will.  The  formula  for  determining  funding  levels 
is  the  same  for  the  Meekins  Library-  as  it  is  for  the  school  and  student  areas. 

Another  responsibility  of  the  Commission  is  to  administer  the  upkeep  of  the  town  cemeteries  and  the 
sale  of  plots. 

Our  meetings  are  held  every  other  Monday  at  7:00  p.m.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WATER/SEWER  COMMISSION 


The  Water  Department  has  had  very  little  change  during  the  last  year.  We  have  pumped  79,827,028 
gallons  of  water  into  our  system.  We  continue  to  take  two  bacteria  samples  each  month,  and  all  of  the 
tests  have  been  clean.  We  also  sample  for  Radionuclides  once  a  year,  and  the  test  was  below  limits. 
The  lead  and  copper  tests  were  taken  the  last  quarter  of  this  past  year,  and  the  samples  were  all  well 
under  the  limits  for  action. 


The  Sewer  Department's  Nash  Hill  project  was  completed  and  about  seven  have  tied  into  the  sewer 
line.  We  also  added  the  sewer  line  on  Kellogg  Road  where  many  have  tied  into  the  line.  During  the 
next  year,  Route  9  work  will  begin.  A  portion  of  the  Route  9  contract  is  for  the  sewer  line  from  the 
Blacksmith  Shop  to  the  Route  143  intersection. 


The  Water  and  Sewer  Departments  are  now  paying  one-half  of  the  salary  for  a  new  highway  laborer. 
He  is  doing  some  of  the  work  for  the  Water/Sewer  Commission.
